PARIS, March 2.—In addition to the 
work already completed in the hospital 
service for American troops in France, 
ambitious plans are under way, and 
far advanced in some instances, for 
taking care of all the cases which our 
great army May make necessary when 
it arrives. The medical department is 
preparing facilities for 20 per cent of 
the entire American army. 

With this end in view every building 
in every part of France which may be 
suitable for a hospital is being obtained 
and put into shape for the reception of 
patients. Large summer hotels, schools, 
seminaries, unused asylums, all are 
being taken over. 

In one instance there was a large in- 
sane asylum under construction by the 
French, which was not completed on 
account of the war. This has been 
procured by the United States govern- 
ment, which will finish the buildings 
and put them into condition for @ great
